O'Connell  Assigned  To  MBTA 
Construction 

A  former  MBTA  police  detective  and 
community  services  officer  is  provid- 
ing valuable  police  expertise  and  assis- 
tance to  the  MBTA's  Southwest 
Corridor  Project's  design  and  con- 
struction programs  as  the  MBTA  Con- 
struction Directorate's  Public  Safety 
Coordinator. 

William  D.  O'Connell,  a  fourteen- 
year  veteran  of  the  MBTA  Police 
Department,  was  recently  assigned  to 
the  Construction  Directorate  by  F.M. 
Keville,  Director  of  Construction,  to 
coordinate  police  and  public  safety  ac- 
tivities for  all  MBTA  construction  pro- 
jects. He  is  also  available  to  meet  with 
community  groups  to  discuss  safety 
and  security  issues  in  construction 
project  areas. 

"My  role  is  to  provide  liaison  ser; 
vices  whenever  a  security  or  safety 
issue  relating  to  MBTA  construction 
arises,"  says  O'Connell,  a  Braintree 
resident  who  grew  up  in  Dorchester. 
"In  the  past,  there  was  no  one  individ- 
ual who  was  performing  this  role." 

Although  assigned  to  all  MBTA  con- 
struction projects,  O'Connell  is  devot- 
ing a  good  deal  of  his  time  to  the 
Southwest  Corridor  Project. 


The  magnitude  and  complexities  of 
this  project  present  a  number  of  safety 
and  security  considerations,  O'Connell 
says.  The  MBTA  is  constructing  and 
preparing  to  open  a  major  line  -  with 
nine  new  stations,  rapid  transit  and 
commuter  rail  tracks,  busways,  and  a 
50-acre  Parkland.  Following  the  open- 
ing of  the  new  line,  the  MBTA  will  be 
demolishing  the  massive  Orange  Line 
Elevated  Structure 

O'Connell  is  coordinating  security 
and  safety  efforts  between  the  pro- 
ject's design  and  construction  staffs, 
MBTA  Operations,  and  a  variety  of 
public  service  agencies  that  are  and

The  track  contractor  for  the  MBTA's 
Southwest  Corridor  Project  com- 
menced the  laying  of  rail  for  the 
Amtrak/MBTA  Commuter  Rail  por- 
tion of  the  Project,  between  a  point 
south  of  Forest  Hills  in  Hyde  Park  and 
Back  Bay  Station  in  downtown  Boston 
during  July  of  this  year. 

An  Amtrak  rail  train,  used  to  lay  the 
rail,  began  operations  along  the  former 
Penn  Central  Shoreline  Right-of-Way, 
south  of  Forest  Hills,  and  moved 
towards  Back  Bay  Station  over  the 
newly-laid  rail  on  the  center  tiack  lane 

A  second  and  third  Amtrak  rail  train 
dropped  off  rail  for  the  remaining  two 
tracks  during  September.  Each  train 
carried  approximately  36  strings  of 
132  lb/yd  rail,  each  strip  roughly  1440 
feet  in  length. 

The  trackway  work  is  being  done  by 
Modern  Continental  Construction 
Company  for  the  MBTA  under  a 
$17,144,000  contract.  The  welded  rail 
strings  and  concrete  ties  are  being  fur- 
nished by  Amtrak  as  part  of  the  U.S. 
Federal  Railroad  Administration's  par- 
ticipation in  the  Southwest  Corridor 
Project.  All  trackway  work  is  esti- 
mated to  be  completed  by  mid  1986. 

Amtrak  and  commuter  rail  trains 
along  the  Southwest  Corridor  were 
rerouted  into  the  Midlands  Branch  be- 
tween Readville  and  South  Station  in 
1979.  Trains  will  return  to  the  South- 
west Corridor  in  conjunction  with  the 
opening  of  the  Project,  now  projected 
for  early  1987.

redor  Suroeste  ha  comenzado  a  instalar 
las  vias  para  la  porci6n  del  proyecto  que 
ineluye  AMTRAK  y  Commuter  Rail 
del  MBTA,  entre  un  punto  al  sur  de 
Forest  Hills  en  Hyde  Park  y  la  estacion 
Back  Bay  en  Boston,  en  el  mes  de  julio 
de  este  ana 

Un  tren  especial  de  rieles  de  la 
AMTRAK,  empleado  para  instatalar  la 
via,  comehzo  a  operar  en  la  antigua 
via-derecho  del  Penn  Central  Shoreline, 
al  sur  de  Forest  Hills,  completando  su 
trayectoria  hacia  la  estacion  Back  Bay 
sobre  la  recien  instalada  via  central. 

Dos  trenes  especiales  de  via  deposi- 
taron  los  rieles  para  las  demas  dos  vias 
en  el  mes  de  septiembre  Cada  tren 
cargaba  36  cuerdas  de  via  pesada  (132 
libras  por  yarda),  cada  cuerda  de  1440 
pies  de  medida. 

El  trabajo  de  in^talaciOn  de  via  se 
lleva  a  cabo  por  la  compania  de  construc- 
ciOn  Modern  Continental,  para  el  MBTA, 
bajo  un  contrato  de  $17,144,000.  Las 
cuerdas  de  via  y  los  cruces  de  madera 
son  proveidos  por  la  AMTRAK  como 
parte  de  la  participaci6n  federal  (Ad- 
ministration Federal  de  Ferrocarriles 
USA)  en  el  proyecto  del  SWC.  Toda  la 
labor  relacionada  con  las  vias  esta  des- 
tinada  a  concluir  para  mediados  del  1986. 

En  1979,  los  trenes  del  AMTRAK  y  del 
Commuter  Rail  que  hacfan  la  trayectoria 
del  SWC  fueron  cambiados  de  ruta  a 
la  Linea  Midlands  entre  Readville  y 
South  Station.  Los  trenes  volveran  al 
Corredor  Suroeste  una  vez  concluya  el 
proyecto,  estimado  para  principios 
de  1987.

MBTA  Emphasizes  Public 
Safety/Security 


Public  safety  and  security  will 
become  the  major  focus  of  Southwest 
Corridor  planning  and  activity  during 
the  next  year  and  a  half  as  construc- 
tion nears  completion  and  plans  are 
made  for  the  opening  of  the  Corridor's 
new  lines  and  stations. 

The  MBTA  Police  Department  al- 
ready has  increased  security  along  the 
4.7-mile  Corridor  and  is  taking  a 
leadership  role  in  coordinating  secur- 
ity and  public  safety  activities  among 
police  and  safety  agencies  in  prepara- 
tion for  the  opening.  In  addition,  a  full- 
time  public  safety  coordinator  has 
been  assigned  to  the  MBTA  Construc- 
tion Department  to  look  for  additional 
opportunities  to  increase  security  and 
provide  public  safety  information  to 


the  public  during  construction,  (see 
related  article) 

The  MBTA  Police  Department, 
under  the  direction  of  Chief  William 
Bratton  and  Southwest  Corridor 
Police  Coordinator  Lt.  David  LeRay, 
began  providing  round-the-clock 
patrols  of  the  Corridor  on  July  8, 1985, 
and  will  continue  patrols  on  a  24-hour 
basis  until  the  new  line  opens. 

Police,  in  fact,  will  be  taking  an  even 
more  direct  enforcement  approach 
toward  security  during  the  next  few 
months,  particularly  toward  indivi- 
duals who  enter  the  Corridor  without 
authorization,  according  to  Chief 
Bratton. 

"As  completion  nears,  we  will  be 
more  aggressive  in  arresting  tres-

Manager's  Message 


MBTA  Highlights  Major 
Station  Features 


General  Manager,  .James  F.  O'Leary 

Construction  of  the  Southwest  Cor- 
ridor Project  continues  to  progress  on 
schedule  Meanwhile,  the  MBTA  has  in- 
itiated planning  for  the  opening  and 
introduction  of  services  for  the  new 
rapid  transit  Orange  Line,  Amtrak  and 
Commuter  Rail  lines  as  well  as  for  the 
public  use  and  enjoyment  of  the  new 
parkland  areas. 

In  preparing  for  this  opening  and  as 
the  new  stations  and  lines  are  complet- 
ed, I  am  most  concerned  about  public 
safety  and  security  along  the  Corridor. 

There  are  numerous  security  and 
public  safety  issues  to  consider  during 
the  final  construction  phase  of  the 
project  and  during  the  testing  of  all 
new  systems,  especially  the  third  rail. 
The  protection  of  the  new  structures 
and  facilities  against  vandalism  is  most 
important  Of  paramount  importance, 
is  the  safety  and  security  of  citizens 
before  and  after  the  opening  of  the 
new  rapid  transit/rail  lines  and 
stations. 

A  number  of  security  measures  have 
already  been  taken  by  the  MBTA 
Police  Department  (as  described  in 
this  edition  of.the  "Southwest  Corridor 
News"),  and  public  safety  activities 
and  programs  are  being  planned  and 
developed  by  the  Southwest  Corridor 
Project  and  other  MBTA  departments. 
Overall,  the  MBTA  is  giving  high  pri- 
ority to  efforts  to  maximize  public 
safety  and  security  for  the  Southwest 
Corridor  Project  now  and  in  the  future 

To  assure  our  success  in  these  ef- 
forts, however,  the  MBTA  must  rely 
upon  the  cooperation  and  support  of 
all  within  the  Southwest  Corridor 
Project  communities. 

Citizens  and  community  crime 
watch  groups  can  provide  vital  as- 
sistance to  the  MBTA  Police  and  other 
police  agencies  by  observing  activities 
along  the  Corridor  in  their  areas  and 
reporting  any  unusual  occurrence  to 
police  immediately.  Residents  can  also 
encourage  good  safety  practices  by  ad- 
vising their  children  of  the  dangers 
present  at  construction  sites  and,  in 
particular,  the  serious  danger  of  the 
third  rail,  when  energized. 

By  recognizing  the  value  of  coopera- 
tive effort,  the  MBTA  and  the  commu- 


nities of  the  Southwest  Corridor  will 
fully  realize  the  great  public  benefits  to 
be  derived  from  this  public  transporta- 
tion and  development  project.

Hay  muchos  aspectos  de  seguridad  y 
vigilancia  que  considerar  durante  la 
fase  final  del  proyecto,  asi  como  durante 
le  etapa  de  prueba  de  todos  los  nuevos 
sistemas,  expeeialmente  de  la  tercera 
via.  La  protection  contra  el  vandalismo 
de  las  nuevas  estructurasy  dependencias 
es  de  gran  improtancia.  Y  de  suprema 
importancia  es  la  protecci6n  y  seguridad 
de  los  cuidadanos  antes  y  despues  de  la 
apertura  de  las  nuevas  h'neas  de 
transporte  y  de  las  estaciones. 

Ya  el  Departmento  de  Poh'cia  del

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The  MBTA  has  produced  and  in- 
stalled construction  information  dis- 
play panels  featuring  the  three  largest 
new  stations  of  the  MBTA's  Southwest 
Corridor  Project  at  the  station  con- 
struction sites  in  the  Back  Bay/South 
End,  Roxbury  and  Jamaica  Plain. 
The  panels  include: 
Back  Bay  Station,  located  on  Dart- 
mouth Street,  adjacent  to  Copley 
Place;  Ruggles  Street  Station,  locat- 
ed on  Ruggles  Street;  and  Forest 
Hills  Station,  located  at  the  intersec- 
tion of  Washington  and  Morton 
Streets. 

The  panels  have  been  designed  to 
provide  the  .public  with  a  view  of  the 
past,  present  and  future  appearance  of 
each  of  the  stations.  The  four  by  eight, 
plexiglass  covered  panels  include  his- 
torical photographs,  station  construc- 
tion photographs,  renderings  and  other 
graphics  depicting  the  new  stations 


when  completed. 

Also,  included  are  photographs  of 
the  people  responsible  for  design,  con- 
struction and  community  relations 
relating  to  each  station. 

The  panels  were  designed,  produced 
and  installed  through  a  joint  effort  of 
the  MBTA's  Southwest  Corridor  Coor- 
dination Office,  the  Southwest  Corridor 
Project  Office,  section  design  consult- 
ants, and  the  station  architects. 

These  consultants  included:  Back 
Bay-Kaiser  Engineering/Fay,  Spofford 
and  Thorndike,  Inc.;  Ruggles-Stull  and 
Lee  Associates,  Inc.;  and  Forest  Hills- 
architects  Cambridge  Seven  Associates/ 
Robert  L.  Wilson,  AIA  and  Section  III 
engineers  Howard,  Needles,  Tammen 
and  Bergendoff.  MBTA  contractor  J.F. 
White  Contracting  Company  assisted 
in  the  production  of  the  panel  cases 
and  installation  of  the  panels.

Fall  of  1985  saw  much  progress 
toward  the  completion  of  Section  II 
in  Roxbury.  Two  ground  breaking 
ceremonies  and  the  signing  of  Parcel 
18+  Agreements  highlighted  the 
schedule  of  public  events. 

Most  significant  to  the  Roxbury  com- 
munity was  a  tree  planting  and  dedica- 
tion of  a  plaque  in  honor  of  Ms. 'Alice 
Tkylor,  long  time  community  activist 
who  lived  and  worked  in  Mission  Hill 


Extension  before  her  untimely  death 
in  1982.  Ms.  Taylor,  one  of  the  par- 
ticipants of  Stop  1-95  in  1968, 
represented  588  units  of  public  hous- 
ing with  a  population  of  approximately 
3500  residents  as  she  and  others  led 
the  fight  in  their  development  area  to 
stop  the  major  highway  and  its  planned 
clover  leaf  ramps  at  Mission  Hill  Exten- 
sion. In  addition  to  her  Stop  1-95  activi- 
ties, Ms.  Taylor  was  a  founder  of  the

Boston  Housing  Authority  city-wide 
Tenant  Policy  Council  and  advocated 
and  won  educational  scholarships  for 
Mission  Hill  Extension  residents  from 
Northeastern  University  and  Wentworth 
Institute.  Many  young  people  benefitted 
from  summer  programs  Ms.  Taylor 
fought  for  each  year.  In  addition  to  her 
work  at  the  Tbbin  School  where  she 
worked  as  a  teacher's  aide,  because  of 
a  firm  belief  that  parents  must  take  a 
more  active  role  in  their  children's  school, 
Ms.  Taylor  was  a  regular  attendee  at 
all  Ruggles  Street  Station  Area  Task 
Force  meetings. 

Ms.  Taylor's  successful  efforts  to  in- 
clude direct  access  and  exit  from  Rug- 
gles Street  will  be  long  appreciated  as 
well  as  the  recreational  deck  in  front  of 
Mission  Hill  Extension  which  she  ad- 


vocated until  it  was  adopted.  The  tree 
planting  and  plaque  will  become  a  per- 
manent part  of  the  recreational  deck  in 
the  final  landscaping  in  Section  II. 

The  July  signing  of  the  Parcel  18+ 
Agreements  by  the  MBTA  and  the  com- 
munity signatories  as  well  as  the  state 
and  city  agencies  was  led  by  Gov.  Michael 
Dukakis.  Mayor  Raymond  L.  Flynn 
and  MBTA  General  Manager  James  F. 
O'Leary.  This  signing  was  a  significant 
milestone  toward  the  development  of 
the  Corridor's  largest  development 
parcel  which  is  located  at  the  corner  of 
Ruggles  and  Tremont  Street  next  to 
the  Ruggles  Street  Station. 

A  short  time  later,  Gov.  Dukakis  and 
Mayor  Flynn  participated  in  the  for- 
mal groundbreaking  of  the  Roxbury 
Community  College  site  on  Columbus 
continued  on  page  8

will  be  involved  in  the  Project,  includ- 
ing MBTA  Police,  MDC  Police  (who 
will  provide  security  for  the  new  Park- 
land), and  the  Boston  Police  Depart- 
ment. MBTA  Police  Chief  William 
Bratton  has  provided  O'Connell  with 
100  pfercent  support  from  that  depart- 
ment during  construction  and  in 
preparation  for  the  new  line's  opening. 

In  addition,  O'Connell  is  inspecting 
the  Southwest  Corridor  Project  in  or- 
der to  make  recommendations,  if  neces- 
sary, whether  any  changes  should'be 
made  to  increase  safety  and  security 
along  the  Corridor.  For  example,  he  is 
looking  at  the  type  and  height  of  fenc- 
ing at  certain  locations  from  a  security 
and  safety  perspective 

O'Connell  also  will  be  instrumental 
in  efforts  to  prepare  the  communities 
of  the  Southwest  Corridor  for  the 
opening  of  the  new  line  through  educa- 
tional and  informational  programs.  He 
is  working  closely  with  the  staff  of  the 
MBTA  Southwest  Corridor  Coordina- 
tion Office  to  provide  safety  informa- 
tion to  adults  through  Southwest 
Corridor  community  meetings,  and  to 
children  through  proposed  visits  to 
Corridor  schools. 

O'Connell  is  very  enthusiastic  about 
these  community  efforts  as  he  was  the 
initiator  of  the  MBTA  Police  Depart- 
ment's Community  Service  Program 
in  1979  and  served  as  its  key  community 


services  officer  during  his  service  with 
that  department  That  program,  through 
numerous  school  visits  and  meetings 
with  employee,  civic,  and  other  com- 
munity groups  and  associations,  has 
benefitted  more  than  28,000  people 
with  valuable  crime  prevention  and 
safety  information  and  suggestions. 

"We've  worked  hard  to  knock  down 
the  perception  that  public  transporta- 
tion is  crime  ridden,"  O'Connell  says 
citing  the  shared  efforts  of  MBTA  Com- 
munity Services  Officer  John  Aylward, 
"We've  tried  to  increase  public  aware- 
ness of  crime  prevention  by  teaching 
people  how  they  can  best  protect  them- 
selves." 

A  part  of  O'Connell's  responsibility 
for  the  Southwest  Corridor  Project 
will  be  to  review  the  new  passenger 
protection  electronics  systems  that 
have  been  installed  and  are  planned 
for  other  MBTA  stations  to  improve 
passenger  safety.  These  include  police 
talk  back  panels,  which  put  passengers 
in  immediate  voice  contact  with  Au- 
thority Police;  train  approach  announcer 
units,  which  enable  passengers  to  con-  - 
gregate  in  safety  near  the  collector's 
booths  until  informed  in  sufficient  time 
that  a  train  is  to  arrive  in  the  station; 
and  closed  circuit  television  equipment, 
which  provide  police  with  a  view  of  pas- 
senger platforms  and  permit  video 
taping  when  necessary. 

These  specialized  security  devices 
are  being  considered,  O'Connell  says, 


adding  that  a  number  of  other  systems 
that  deal  directly  or  indirectly  with 
passenger  safety  already  are  included 
in  the  design  of  the  new  Southwest 
Corridor  Project  stations. 

Electronic  security  devices,  however, 
are  just  part  of  the  overall  preparation 
for  assuring  security  and  safety  for 
the  Corridor. 

"I  hope  to  see  the  community  heavily 
involved  in  all  safety  and  security  is- 
sues." says  O'Connell,  who  serves  as  a 
member  of  the  Massachusetts  Crime 
Prevention  Officers  Association  as 
well  as  a  safety  advisor  for  a  number 
of  other  organizations.

William  D.  O'Connell,  veterano  de 
catorce  anos  en  el  Departamento  de 
Policfa  del  MBTA,  fue  asignado  reci- 
entemente  a  la  Direction  de  Construc- 
tion por  F.M.  Keville,  Director  de  Con- 
strucci6n,  para  coordinar  las  actividades 
de  vigilancia  y  seguridad  publica  en 
todos  los  proyectos  de  construction  del 
MBTA.

Braintree  pero  se  crib  en  Dorchester. 
"En  el  pasado  no  habfa  ningun  individuo 
que  llenara  esta  funcion." 

Aunque  ha  sido  asignado  a  todps  los 
proyectos  de  construccibn  del  MBTA, 
O'Connell  dedica  gran  parte  de  su  tiempo 
al  Proyecto  del  Corredor  Suroeste  La 
magnitud  y  complejidad  de  este  proyecto 
presentan  numerosas  consideraciones 
de  seguridad  y  vigilancia,  dice  El  MBTA 
esta  construyendo,  y  preparandose  para 
abrir,  una  lfneas  de  ferrocarril,  con- 
ductors electricos  y  una  zona  de  parques 
de  50  acres.  Despues  de  la  inauguration 
de  la  nueva  h'nea,  el  MBTA  empezara  a 
demoler  la  enorme  estructura  elevada 
de  la  Linea  Anaranjada. 

O'Connell  Esta  coordinando  los 
esfuerzos  de  seguridad  y  vigilancia 
entre  el  personal  de  diseno  y  de  con- 
struction, el  Departamento  de  Opera- 
ciones  del  MBTA,  y  un  numero  de  agen- 
das de  servicios  publicos  que  estan,  y 
seguiran  estando  relacionadas  con  el 
proyecto,  como  la  Policfa  del  MBTA, 
la  Policfa  del  MDC  (que  proveera  la 
vigijancia  de  la  nueva  Zona  de  Parques), 
y  el  Departamento  de  Policfa  de  Boston. 
El  Jefe  de  Policfa  del  MBTA,  William 
Bratton,  ha  dado  a  O'Connell  el  100% 
sigue  en  la  pdgina  6 
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SWCP  Railway  System: 

"Coming  Together" 


Railroad  construction  in  1985  is 
much  more  sophisticated  than  when 
the  country's  first  railroads  were  built 
during  the  late  1800's.  However,  con- 
struction of  the  three-track  railroad 
system  for  the  Southwest  Corridor 


Project,  despite  modern  methods  and 
equipment,  is  still  a  multi-step  and 
careful  process. 

The  following  is  a  brief  step-by-step 
description  of  how  the  Southwest 
Corridor's  new  Amtrak  and  MBTA 


Commuter  Rail  Lines  are  being  con- 
structed in  the  concrete  trackway  be- 
tween Forest  Hills  and  Back  Bay 
Station: 

1.  The  first  layer  of  ballast  (crushed 
stone  used  to  keep  railroad  ties 
in  place  and  provide  drainage)  is 
placed  on  two  of  the  three  lanes 
where  the  tracks  are  to  be  built. 
This  allows  the  left  lane  (the 
most  easterly)  to  be  kept  clear 
for  vehicular  traffic 

2.  The  ballast  is  compacted  to  its 
required  elevation,  using  a 


"Dyanpac"  vibrator  roller. 

3.  Concrete  ties  are  placed  24 "on 
center  in  the  center  lane  and 
12"on  center  in  the  right  lane 
with  equipment  operating  from 
the  open  left  lane 

4.  An  Amtrak  rail  train,  which  car- 
ries welded  strings  of  rail,  is 
moved  to  the  location.  The 
strings  of  welded  rail  are  pulled 
from  the  front  of  the  train  and 
placed  onto  concrete  ties  in  the 
center  track.  Every  fourth  tie  is 
fastened  to  the  rail  with  rail 
clips.  The  train  is  then  advanced

MBTA  Contract  097-115,  (Schiavone 
Construction  Company),  Line  Con- 
tract, Harcourt  Street  to  Camden 
Street.  The  contractor  is  completing 
work  on  street  ends  and  is  installing 
base  fill  for  the  cover. 

MBTA  Contract  097-120,  (White 
Morrison-Knudsen,  Mergentime), 
Line  Contract,  South  Cove  to  Har- 
court Street.  The  final  work  at  the 
Heath  Building  and  the  relocation  of 
the  B&A  track  was  accomplished  at 
the  end  of  October. 

MBTA  Contract  097-117,  (J.F.  White 
Contracting  Company),  Mass.  Ave. 
Station.  The  station  is  approximately 
92  percent  complete  Some  finish  items 
will  be  installed  during  the  winter.  The 
permanent  doors  are  scheduled  for  in- 
stallation in  January,  1986. 

MBTA  Contract  097-116.  (Modern 
Continental  Construction  Company), 
Back  Bay  Station.  Construction  of  the 
new  Back  Bay  Station  has  progressed 
from  Dartmouth  Street  toward  Claren- 
don Street.  The  forecourt  deck  is  un- 
der construction,  and  the  station  is  ' 
expected  to  be  enclosed  by  December. 
Brickwork  has  begun  on  the  head- 
houses  (entrances)  at  Clarendon  Street 
and  Columbus  Avenue  Erection  of  the 
noise  canopies  between  Columbus 
Avenue  and  Berkeley  Street  is  sched- 


uled for  this  December.  The  tem- 
porary stairs  at  Clarendon  Street  and 
Dartmouth  Street  have  been  removed. 
Both  shuttle  and  Framingham  line 
commuter  rail  passengers  are  using 
the  B&A  platform  at  Dartmouth 
Street. 

MBTA  Contract  097-122,  (John 
McCourt  Company),  Landscaping, 
Harcourt  to  Dartmouth  Street.  This 
contract,  the  first  for  landscaping  for 
the  Southwest  Corridor  Parkland, 
commenced  during  the  summer. 
Granite  and  concrete  planters  have 
been  installed.  Brickwork  on  the  mini- 
deck  has  been  completed.  Work  on 
stairs  and  sidewalks  has  commenced. 
Fill  has  been  placed  and  planting  per- 
formed in  areas  that  are  graded  and  ir- 
rigation installed. 

MBTA  Contract  097-121,  Landscap- 
ing, West  Canton/Harcourt  Street  to 
Mass  Ave.  Bids  for  this  contract  were 
opened  on  August  29, 1985  and  the  J.F. 


White  contracting  Company  was  award- 
ed the  contract  in  October.  Fencing 
was  installed  in  November.  Visible  con- 
struction activity  will  commence  in  the 
spring.

Continental  Construction  Company) 
Estacion  Back  Bay.  La  construcci6n 
de  la  nueve  estaci6n  de  Back  Bay  ha  con- 
tinuado  desde  la  calle  Dartmouth  hasta 
la  calle  Clarendon.  La  plazoleta  de  en- 
trada  se  encuentra  en  construccibn  y

5.  Ballast  is  transported  and 
dumped  in  the  previously  open 
left  lane  and  compacted  to  the 
proper  elevation.  This  is  done 
using  a  stone  train  with  side- 
dump  cars  operating  on  the 
center  track.  These  cars  inciden-

tally,  were  specially-ordered  and 
used  to  haul  excavated  materials 
from  construction  sites  to  the 
Cambridge  City  Dump  during 
excavation  of  the  MBTA's  Red 
Line  Northwest  Extension  in 
Cambridge  and  Somerville 
6.  A  hy-rail  gradall  then  moves 
along  the  center  track,  lifting 
every  other  tie  from  the  right 
lane  (see  step  3)  and  placing

them  in  the  left  lane  This  leaves 
concrete  ties  in  the  left  and  right 
lanes  on  24"  centers. 

7.  The  rail  train  is  run  a  second  and 
third  time  on  the  center  track, 
laying  rails  on  both  sides  of  the 
center  track.  These  are  later 
threaded  onto  the  concrete  ties 
on  the  left  and  right  lanes. 

8.  The  rails  on  all  tracks  are  fully 
clipped  and  the  final  layer  of  bal- 
last is  subsequently  placed.  The 
track  is  flooded  with  ballast 
using  bottom  dump  stone  cars 
leased  from  Amtrak. 

9.  The  three  tracks  are  tamped, 
lined  and  surfaced  to  final  eleva- 
tion and  alignment.

La  construcci6n  ferroviaria  en  1985 
es  muy  distinta  de  lo  que  era  a  finales 
de  1800,  cuando  se  construyeron  los 
primeros  ferrocarriles  del  pais.  No  ob- 
stante, la  construccidn  de  la  via  de  tres 
lineas  para  el  Proyecto  del  Corredor 
Suroeste,  a  pesar  de  los  adelantos  mod- 
ernos  y  el  euipo,  sigue  siendo  un  proceso 
de  extremo  cuidado  y  multiples  pasos.

1.  Se  coloca  la  primera  capa  de  balastro

las^sendas  por  donde  iran  los  railes. 
Esto  permete  que  la  tercera  (la  que 
esta  mas  al  este)  permanezca  libre 
para  el  transito  de  los  vetriculos. 

2.  Se  apisona  el  balastro  hasta  la  ele- 
vaci6n  necesaria  con  el  uso  de  una 
aplanadora  "Dynapae"  de  tipo  vibra- 
torio. 


3.  Se  colocan  las  traviesas  de  concreto 
24"  al  centro,  en  la  senda  del  medio 
y  12"  al  centro,  en  la  senda  derecha, 
operando  el  equipo  desde  la  senda 
izquierda. 

4.  Un  tren  de  Amtrak,  cargado  de  railes, 
se  lleva  hasta  el  sitio.  Se  sacan  las 
hileras  de  rai  les  soldados,  por  el  f  rente 
del  tren  y  se  colocan  en  las  traviesas 
de  concreto  en  la  Knea  central.  Cada 
cuarta  traviesa  se  sujeta  al  rail  con 
los  enganches  de  rail.  Se  hace  pasar 
al  tren  sobre  los  recien  instalados 
railes  y  se  sigue  repitiendo  el  proceso 
hasta  que  se  hayan  descargado  todos. 

5.  Se  transports  el  balastro  y,  desde  le 
h'nea  central,  se  va  volcando  sobre  la 
previamente  abierta  senda  izquierda, 
y  se  aplana  hasta  alcanzar  la  elevat  ion 
adecuada.  Casualmente,  los  vagones 
utilizados  para  volcar  el  balastro  se 
compraron  especialmente  para  tras- 
ladar  al  basurero  de  la  ciudad  de 
Cambridge  los  materiales  excavados 
durante  la  construction  de  la  Exten- 
si6n  Noroeste  de  la  Linea  Rqja  del 
MBTA  en  Cambridge  y  Somerville 

6.  Mediante  up  equipo  meeanico,  que 
se  va  moviendo  a  lo  largo  de  la  h'nea 
central,  se  levantan,  de  forma  alterna, 
cada  una  de  las  traviesas  de  la  senda 
derecha  (ver  paso  3)  y  se  colocan  en 
la  senda  izquierda.

MBTA  Contract  097-219,  (John  F. 
Mahoney  Construction  Company), 
Line  Contract  Ruggles  Street  to 
Camden  Street.  The  new  Ruggles 
Street  Bridge  was  opened  in  late  July 
and  the  temporary  detour  road  discon- 
tinued. In  addition  the  rebuilding  of 
the  Mission  Extension  parking  lot  and 
Albert  Street  was  completed.  Speed 
bumps  were  placed  on  Albert  Street 
as  well  as  new  lighting. 

MBTA  Contract  097-213,  (J.F.  White 
Construction  Company),  Ruggles 
Street  Station.  The  final  concourse 
archway  steel  was  placed  in  early  Oc- 
tober and  the  front  of  the  station  was 
erected. 

The  Ruggles  Street  Station  is  now 
very  visible  from  Tremont  Street.  The 
station  is  expected  to  be  completed  in 
1986. 

MBTA  Contract  097-214,  (Modern 
Continental  Construction  Company). 
Roxbury  Crossing  Station.  The  sta- 
tion is  substantially  completed.  A  new 


10'  chain  link  fence  has  been  erected 
to  protect  the  station  and  its  adjacent 
commercial  spaces  from  vandals  and 
graffiti  until  such  time  as  the  stations 
open  in  1986. 

MBTA  Contract  097-215,  (Modern 
Continental  Construction  Company), 
Jackson  Square  Station.  The  station 
construction  is  ongoing  with  a  comple- 
tion date  of  March  1986.  The  utility 
support  building  directly  across  from 
the  station  on  Centre  Street  is  sub- 
stantially completed.  A  parking  lot  for 
development  Parcel  #35  is  complete  as 
well  as  the  bus  way  entrances  from 
Columbus  Ave.,  south. 

The  traffic  and  pedestrian  lights  are 
installed  for  the  area  directly  in  front 
of  the  Jackson  Square  Station  as  well

MBTA  Contract  097-320,  (White, 
Morrison-Knudsen,  Mergentime), 
Forest  Hills  Station.  With  the  erection 
of  the  clock  tower  and  the  windvane, 
the  structural  steel  placement  is  essen- 
tially complete  Most  of  the  concrete 
placement  has  been  finished.  The  in- 
terior and  exterior  masonry  work  is 
underway.  The  steel  roof  deck  is  being 
placed,  and  skylight  erection  is  expected 
to  begin  in  December.  Interior  ceilings 
are  also  being  installed.  In  the  track- 
way area,  the  railroad  platform  has  been 
completed  and  work  on  the  transit  plat- 
form continues.  Other  work  in  progress 
includes  plumbing,  heating  and  elec- 
trical systems  installation  as  well  as 
road  construction  on  Washington  Street, 
Asticou  Road  and  the  busways. 

MBTA  Contract  097-308,  (J.F.  White 
Contracting  Co.),  Green  Street  Station. 
All  of  the  major  structural  items  of  sta- 
tion construction  are  completed  in- 
cluding the  structure  masonry, 
roofing,  platform  and  support  rooms. 
Finish  work  continues  on  the  H  VAC, 
plumbing  and  electrical  systems  and 
on  exterior  windows  and  doors. 

MBTA  Contract  097-307,  (Kiewit 
Eastern),  Stony  Brook  Station.  Work 
on  the  station  is  essentially  complete 
The  interior  glass  and  paint  work  and 
the  doors  and  windows  are  finished  as 
well  as  the  security  fencing  and  exterior 
glazing.  Minor  finish  work  remains. 

MBTA  Contract  097-316,  (Cruz  Con- 
struction Co.),  Line  Contract,  South 
of  Boylston  Street  to  Hall  Street.  All 
of  the  work  in  the  trackway  and  the 
Parkland  including  the  preparation 
work  for  the  Johnson  Playround,  has 
been  substantially  completed.  Punch- 
list  items  such  as  fencing,  street  and 
sidewalk  repairs  have  been  identified 
in  the  final  inspection  and  are  being 
done  now.  This  fall,  the  learning  and

The  initial  contract  of  the  Needham 
Branch  Restoration  Project  was  award- 
ed by  the  MBTA  Board  of  Directors  to 
the  J.F.  White  Contracting  Company 
of  Newton  on  September  18, 1985. 
Work  to  be  completed  in  this  line  con- 
struction contract  includes;  new  bal- 
last, ties,  continuous  welded  rail,  bridge 
rehabilitation,  drainage  improvements, 
fencing  and  construction  of  an  electric 
layover  facility  for  commuter  rail  cars 
at  the  Needham  Heights  Station.  Con- 
sensus on  the  location  of  the  electric 
layover  facility  was  finalized  by  the 
Needham  Board  of  Selectmen  at  its 
September  10  meeting  after  discus- 
sions with  MBTA  General  Manager 
James  F.  O'Leary  and  with  the  support 
of  the  Needham  Transportation  Com- 
mittee 

Final  design  of  the  project  was  com- 
pleted in  May,  1985  after  meetings  in 
Needham,  West  Roxbury  and  Roslin- 
dale  in  January  and  February  1985 
with  community  residents.  Elements 
of  the  final  design  include  the  addition 
of  approximately  50  parking  spaces  at 
the  Henry  Hersey  station  in  Needham, 
a  third  passing  track  siding  near  Baker 
Street/V.F.W.  Parkway  in  West  Rox- 
bury to  complement  those  in  Needham 
(between  Needham  Junction  and 
Henry  Hersey  stations)  and  in  Roslin- 
dale  (between  Forest  Hills  and  Roslin- 
dale  Square)  and  the  construction  of  a 
small  park  on  the  former  gas  station 
site  at  the  Belgrade  Avenue/Robert 
Street  intersection  as  part  of  the  Ros- 
lindale  Square  commuter  rail  station.

November  and  signals  and  communi- 
cations in  October  with  contract 
awards  scheduled  for  December  1985. 
The  station  contract  will  include  con- 
struction of  645-foot  platforms,  high 
level  mini-platforms  with  canopy 
shelters  at  all  stations  for  elder- 
ly/handicapped patrons,  new  station 
shelters,  striping  and  resurfacing  of 
parking  lot  facilities  and  new  lighting 
at  all  platform  and  station  areas.  The 
existing  station  buildings  at  Needham 
Junction  and  Needham  Center  will  be 
rehabilitated  to  provide  waiting  areas 
and  concession  space  The  signals  and 
communications  contract  will  include 
the  installation  of  state  of  the  art  grade 
crossing  signals  to  provide  maximum 
public  safety  for  pedestrians  and 
vehicles. 

The  Bellevue  Street  Bridge  in  West 
Roxbury  will  also  be  reconstructed  as 
part  of  the  Needham  Branch  Project. 
The  MBTA's  consulting  engineers, 
Howard,  Needles,  Tammen  and  Ber- 
gendoff ,  are  currently  in  the  design 
phase  which  will  be  completed  in  late 
1985.  Advertisement,  receipt  of  bids 
and  award  of  the  construction  contract 
will  be  performed  by  the  Massachu- 
setts Department  of  Public  Works  in 
early  1986  after  a  public  hearing  by 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  on 
December  2, 1985. 

Community  participation  in  the 
Needham  Branch  Restoration  Project 
will  continue  through  Construction 
Task  Forces  (CTF)  in  each  of  the  com- 
munities adjoining  the  line;  Roslindale, 
West  Roxbury  and  Needham. 


Transit  Traction  And 
AC  Power  in  Progress 

The  contractor  has  completed  instal-  ■ 
lation  of  all  AC  cable  except  for  a  small 
portion  near  the  Herald  Street  access 
ramp  in  the  South  End.  All  electrical 
equipment  has  been  installed  in  the 
Stony  Brook  substation  in  Jamaica 
Plain  near  Boylston  Street  and  will  be 
installed  at  the  Berkeley  Street  substa- 
tion during  January  and  February 
1986.  A  subcontractor  to  Lord/Mass 
Electric,  Thomas  G.  O'Connor  Con- 
struction Company  completed  the 
structure  and  brickwork  for  the  Stony 
Brook  substation  and  will  finish  the 
brickwork  on  the  Berkeley  Street  sub- 
station in  late  December. 

At  the  Roxbury  Crossing  substation 
near  Tremont  Street  and  Guerney 
Street,  switchgear  is  being  connected 


in  order  to  provide  power  for  transit 
traction  and  Orange  Line  stations.  By 
mid-December  power  is  expected  to  be 
supplied  to  Stony  Brook  and  Roxbury 
Crossing  stations  to  allow  system- 
testing  to  begin.  By  the  end  of  1985, 
AC  power  will  also  be  supplied  to  Mas- 
sachusetts Avenue  and  Green  Street 
Stations,  with  Jackson  Square,  Rug- 
gles,  Forest  Hills  and  Back  Bay  to  be 
supplied  in  early  1986.  Another  impor- 
tant component  of  the  contract,  ac- 
cording to  Project  Manager  Dick 
Conley,  is  the  installation  of  trackway 
lighting  which  is  proceeding  at  the 
rate  of  approximately  25  fixtures  per 
day  in  a  north  and  south  direction  from 
the  Roxbury  Crossing  substation.  As  a 
substantial  portion  of  this  work  is  com- 
pleted, it  will  be  energized,  providing  a 
security  measure  for  the  protection  of 
system-wide  installations  and  for  as- 
sistance to  the  MBTA  Police  in  patrol- 
ling the  Corridor.

passers,"  he  says,  noting  that  thus  far, 
trespassers  were  merely  ejected.  "It 
would  behoove  community  residents  to 
make  sure  their  children  are  informed 
of  the  danger  of  the  MBTA's  Corridor 
property!' 

This  hard-line  approach  is  necessary, 
Bratton  says,  because  the  newly-con- 
structed rail  and  rapid  transit  lines  and 
stations  pose  a  real  danger.  The  third 
rail,  in  particular,  is  very  dangerous,  he 
says,  noting  that  the  MBTA  will  be 
conducting  tests  of  the  new  facilities, 
busways,  and  line  systems  in  prepara- 
tion for  the  opening,  including  energi- 
zing the  third  rail. 

The  new  facilities  and  equipment 
also  represent  a  multi-million  dollar 
investment,  requiring  protection  and 
security  against  vandalism  and 


Representatives  of  the  MBTA  Police 
Department  will  be  working  closely 
with  the  staff  of  the  MBTA's  South- 
west Corridor  Coordination  Office  and 
William  O'Connell,  the  MBTA  Con- 
struction Department's  Public  Safety 
Officer  to  provide  opportunities  for 
residents  and  groups  from  Southwest 
Corridor  communities  to  prepare  for 
the  introduction  of  the  new  lines  and 
facilities  in  their  neighborhoods. 

Plans  are  underway  to  utilize  the 
Southwest  Corridor  Project's  estab- 
lished community  participation  pro- 
cess to  involve  the  community.  Special 
educational  programs  focusing  on 
public  safety  and  security  also  are 
being  considered  for  children  in 
Corridor  schools  and  adults  through 
Southwest  Corridor  Project  businesses

graffiti,  Bratton  adds.  As  of 
September  1985  increased  police 
patrols  have  resulted  in  the  arrest  of 
eight  individuals  who  were  found  de- 
facing facilities  with  graffiti.  These  in- 
dividuals were  assigned  to  the  MBTA's 
unique,  court-supported  anti-graffiti 
program,  whereby  those  found  guilty 
were  sentenced  to  a  specific  number  of 
hours  removing  graffiti  from  MBTA 
stations  and  equipment.  The  program 
supervised  by  MBTA  Juvenile  and 
Community  Safety  Officer  Detective 
John  Aylward  and  solidly  supported 
by  MBTA  General  Manager  James  F. 
O'Leary  and  Governor  Dukakis,  will  be 
utilized  for  future  offenders,  Bratton 
says. 

In  addition  to  these  current  security 
measures,  the  MBTA  Police  are  also 
meeting  with  other  public  safety  and 
police  agencies  to  plan  for  security 
after  the  opening. 

"The  MBTA  Police  is  now  involved  in 
a  big  way  in  facilitating  the  safety  and 
security  of  the  Southwest  Corridor," 
Bratton  says,  noting  that  a  meeting 
was  held  during  September  to  begin 
coordinating  activities  between  repre- 
sentatives of  various  police  agencies 
and  institutional  security  units.  This 
type  of  planning  effort  will  be 
important  to  Southwest  Corridor 
Security  because  of  jurisdictional 
boundaries  and  the  institutions'  close 
proximity  to  the  Southwest  Corridor 
Project. 

A  major  outcome  of  this  meeting 
and  related  future  planning  sessions 
will  be  a  full-fledged  effort  to  involve 
the  community  in  security  and  public 
safety  matters  relating  to  the  Corridor 
through  extensive  public  participation 
in  discussions  and  presentations  at 
community  meetings. 


and  other  organizations.  Plans  include 
use  of  the  MBTA  Police  Department's 
ongoing  Community  Service  Program, 
which  has  provided  valuable  public 
safety  and  crime  prevention  programs 
for  more  than  28,000  persons  to  date 
throughout  the  MBTA  system. 

Overall,  MBTA  Police  plan  a  "three- 
prong"  approach  to  security  along  the 
Corridor,  Bratton  says.  Patrols  and 
related  security  activities  will  continue 
under  the  direction  of  Lt.  LeRay. 
Secondly,  the  new  stations  and  facili- 
ties will  be  equipped  with  alarms  and 
electronic  security  devices.

Y  el  Departamento  de  Policia  del 
MBTA  ha  aumentado  la  vigilancia  a  lo 
largo  de  las  4.7  millas  del  Corredor  y 
esta  asumiendo  la  direccidn,  entre  las 
otras  agencias  de  policia  y  de  seguridad, 
en  la  coordinacidn  de  las  actividades

En  efecto,  la  policia  reforzara  aiin 
mas  las  medidas  de  seguridad  durante 
los  prdximos  meses,  y  en  particular 
con  respecto  a  individuos  que  entran 
en  el  Correcor  sin  autorizacidn,  segiin 
nos  informa  el  Jefe  Bratton.  "Segiin

Las  nuevas  instaliciones  y  equipos 
tambien  representan  una  inversidn  de 
n  luchos  millones  de  ddlares  que  requiere 
proteceidn  y  seguridad  contra  el  vandal- 
ismo  y  el  grafitti,  aflade  Bratton.  A 
contar  desde  septiembre  de  1985.  el 
aumento  en  las  patrullas  de  policia  ha 
resultado  en  el  arresto  de  ocho  individuos 
a  quienes  se  sorprendid  mientras  afeaban 
las  instalaciones  con  grafitti.

Un  resultado  importante  de  dicha 
junta  y  de  otras  sesiones  futuras  es  el 
esfuerzo  genuino  de  interesara  la  com- 
unidad en  cuestiones  de  vigilancia  y 
seguridad  publica  relacionadas  con  el 
Corredor,  mediante  la  extensa  participa- 
ci6n  por  parte  del  publico  en  discusionnes 
y  presentaciones  de  las  juntas  de  la 
comunidad. 

Representantes  del  Departamento  de 
Policia  del  MBTA  trabajaran  en  estrecha 
asociaeidn  con  el  personal  de  la  Oficina 
de  Coordinatidn  del  MBTA  para  el  Cor- 
redor Suroeste  y  con  William  O'Connell, 
Oficial  de  Seguridad  Pblica  del  Departa- 
mento de  Construccidn  del  MBTA,  con 
el  fin  de  darle  oportunidades  a  los  resi- 
dentes, y  a  grupos  de  las  comunidades 
del  Corredor  Suroeste  de  prepararse 
para  la  introduccidn  de  las  nuevas  lineas 
e  instalaciones  en  sus  vecindarios.

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Forest  Hills 
Station 
Takes  Shape 

A  new  community  landmark  has 
been  erected  at  the  Forest  Hills  Sta- 
tion. A  modern  steel-framed  clock 
tower  was  raised  in  late  July  from  the 
roof  of  the  main  terminal  area  of  t  he 
station.  It  is  expected  to  be  completed 
by  next  spring  when  the  clock  faces 
should  be  delivered.

The  station  and  tower,  designed  by 
HNTB's  joint  venture  sub-contracting 
team  of  Cambridge  Seven  Associates 
and  Robert  L.  Wilson,  architects  AIA, 
incorporates  the  lines  and  scale  of 
Victorian-styled  structures  and  recalls 
the  spirit  and  grandeur  of  old  railroad 
stations.  The  clock  tower  also  brings  to 
the  Forest  Hills  area  the  faded  tradi- 
tion of  placing  clock  towers  in  promi- 
nent spots  at  railroad  and  transit 
stations  during  the  1920s  and  30's. 
These  clock  towers  were  not  merely  or- 
naments, but  served  the  important 
function  of  keeping  commuters  on 
time  since  few  people  in  those  days 
carried  pocketwatches.  Our  Boston 
rapid  transit  system  was  unique  in  its

Estas  torres 
de  reloj,  mas  de  ornamentales,  llenaban

1985)  and  Back  Bay  (February  1986). 
The  installation  of  signals  and  commu- 
nications cable  is  expected  to  be  com- 
pleted in  early  1986.
